One & Two Family Residence General Requirements:  
Maximum height is 15 feet. Setbacks shall be not less than two feet from any rear and/or side lot. The front 

wall shall not extend beyond the front wall of the residence, and width shall not exceed more than 1/2 the lot 
width. Materials and colors shall complement or match the existing residence. Metal buildings are not allowed. 
Eave troughs and downspouts shall direct water away from adjacent properties. Other accessory buildings are 

not allowed upon completion of garage. The construction of an uncovered parking space alongside the garage 
and/or open storage of recreational vehicles and equipment is prohibited.  

 
Note: A drainage plan prepared by a qualified professional is required if a garage is over 650 square 

feet.
